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Residents, especially those with crops 
and horses, are feeling the affect of a 
wicked weekend storm that rampaged 
through Mountain View County last 
week. 

Valerie Taisey vetted out of this year's 
rodeo after she found her horse, Pepsi, 
cut and bleeding, last Monday. It was to 
be her first barrel racing competition in 
10 years. 

“My first thought was that my horse 
had broken something. He was weaving 
and stumbling like a drunk, but when I 
moved towards him, he took off running 
and I knew nothing was broken.” 

She has never seen Pepsi so terrified. 

When she found her horse Monday 
after the storm, debris surrounded him 
and she could see the two blue barrels 
they used for practice lying in the pas¬ 
ture nearby. She also saw cuts and 
scratches on her horse’s body and 
thinks he bolted through wire fencing. 

“There was no way I could...I had to 
definitely vet out of the rodeo,” she said. 

“I’m lucky it wasn’t worse." 


Taisey paid her entry fee for the 
Didsbury rodeo on Friday and was 
disappointed to cancel on Tuesday 
morning, but saw no way around it. She 
and Pepsi worked hard to get their 
routine down pat and she doesn't have 
the time to train a new horse and take 
care of her own. 

She plans on entering the competition 
next year. 

“1 didn’t get it nearly as bad as some 
people did. Horses died in that storm." 

Jack Johnston of Peaceful Valley 
Stable lost one mare and is doctoring 
eight who have deep gashes and swollen 
limbs. 

Normally if there is a storm, horses 
race for the shelter of the trees and for 
some reason, they panicked and bolted 
through barbed wire, he said. Finding 
his horses the next morning is some¬ 
thing he’s not likely to forget. 

“I'm 69-years-old and I have lived here 
all my life. Never have I seen a storm 
like that," he said. 

“The lightening was so severe I went 
to check if any buildings were on fire. I 
never thought of the mares in the 
pasture." 


when his crop was wiped out, but said 
he is not bothered nearly as much as the 
fact his animals got hurt. 

Chinook Country Veterinary Clinic 
had one veterinarian on-call when the 
storm hit. Dr. Sarah Fahey said she 
started getting requests for doctoring 
from people across the county at 7 a nt. 

“A lot of the horses panicked due to 
the wind or hail and they all ran through 
barbed fences...it was pretty devastat¬ 
ing. Some got caught up in the wire, 
other blasted through or tried to jump 
the fence." 

“Wire cuts are pretty common, but you 
don’t usually see herds of horses going 
through barbed wire," she said. 

The horses could have panicked when 
the hail started to thrash their necks and 
backs. Fahey found large welts on their 
bodies that look sore and bruised. 

Fahey put in an emergency call to vet¬ 
erinarians in the area as the phone calls 
started to roll in and was thankful 
everyone banded together, even though 
they were off for the weekend. 

The c linic got 15 calls of injured ani¬ 
mals and is unsure how many in total 
were received by other veterinarians in 


a salvage operation. 

“It’s a disaster; a mess. In some areas 
where the crop was three or four feet 
high, it looks like it was cut down by a 
lawn mower," he said. 

Crops have been hailed out in the past 
and he said the only thing farmers can 
do is try and use what’s left for bedding 
or feed. 

Local insurance companies were not 
surprised that the storm drew a rush of 
people Tuesday eager to claim damage 
on their homes, cars and campers. 

Vanda Agencies Ltd. filed 150 claims 
on Tuesday alone relating to hail dam¬ 
age and McDonald George Agencies Ltd, 
filed approximately 600 throughout the 
week. 

“It was just a zoo in here, a lot of peo¬ 
ple were affected,” said Mike Caughy, 
manager of Vanda Agencies Ltd. 

“It’s no surprise, it was a big storm." 

He expects claims will continue to 
trickle in for the next two weeks, 
especially by those who live in the worst 
hit areas near Westcott Road and the 
Carstairs area.

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Shoppers steamed at hotdog recall

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dogs with best-before dates ranging Sept. 8 to Sept. 17. 
The store carried two of the nine recalled products sold 
across Canada under the names Maple Leaf, Shopsy’s and 
Hy grade. 

Poirer, who performed much the same routine on pack¬ 
aged meat during last year’s listeriosis outbreak, said his 
customers were just starting to pick up Maple Ix'uf meat 
again. 

“People will probably stop buying it again and sales will 
slow down for Maple Leaf for awhile." 

“It just keeps coming back to this company, despite new 
rules,” he said. 

In February 2001), the CFLA put new mandatory testing 
regulations in place to better find and track contamina¬ 
tion in food. All Canadian food factories have to perform 
frequent food contact surface testing and risk based sam¬ 
pling and report those findings to the government. 

Dr. I.yne Brosseau, acting director for meat program 
division at CFIA, said the latest recall from the Hamilton 
Maple Leaf plant is a good example of how well the rules 
are working. 

Companies are testing more often and no plant is 
exempt from the program. 

“We believe this has been effective. We are finding 
cases,” she said. 

The Hamilton plant found wieners positive for listeria 
monocytogenes three weeks ago. 

According to the Public Health Agency of Canada, there 
have been no food-borne illnesses related to the recall.

A day after the long weekend, grocers were chucking 
nine Maple Leaf wiener products from their shelves 
because of potential listeria contamination. 

The public has also been warned to check hotdogs 
before they put them on the grill. 

While industry officials are applauding the discovery 
iuul resulting alert, local shoppers are appalled. 

This comes a year after last summer’s tainted meat 
tragedy that was linked to the deaths of 22 Canadians and 
It'd to a nation-wide investigation into food inspection 
practices. 

“If a company has a problem and does a recall and 
cleans everything up, it doesn’t bother me and I’ll buy 
their product again. Do it more than once and I’ll think 
twice," said Colleen Faryna last week. 

.Jen Jardine said she doesn’t eat pre-packaged meat, but 
if she did, she wouldn’t buy Maple Leaf after hearing of a 
second listeria related recall. It doesn’t look good for the 
company, she added. 

Faryna and Jardine were shopping at AG Foods 
Tuesday, the same day the store got warning from the 
Canadian Food Inspection Agency (CFIA) that Maple Ia>af 
Foods was voluntarily recalling hotdogs because of possi¬ 
ble contamination. 

“We immediately pulled the stock from the shelves. We 
want to make sure there is nothing out there that could 
harm anyone," said Grog Poirier, AG Foods general man¬ 
ager. 

He said the store threw out 20 original and all beef hot

Gas shortage eases up

fuel the best we can,” 
Grondin later said. 

The Didsbury Esso sta¬ 
tion, which also experi¬ 
enced gas shortages last 
week, quickly recovered 
before the weekend. 

Owner Steve Kim isn’t 
sure why his station 
rebounded from the 
province-wide supply 
crunch, as others in tow n 
are still awaiting fuel. 

“1 called head office 
when we weren’t getting 
fuel and they said they 
were having a hard time, 
something about a broken 
refinery in Edmonton. So 
far, I guess we’ve been 
lucky,” he said. 

No local service sta¬ 
tions have shut down 
pumps, although dozens 
of Calgary stations did 
with little hope of a quick 
reprieve. 

Sneh Seetal, spokesper¬ 
son for Petro-Canada, 
said a storm on July 18 
knocked out the compa¬ 
ny’s Edmonton refinery. 
The temporary plant clo¬ 
sure built on an already 
tight gas supply, causing 
province-wide fuel short¬ 
ages and station shut 
downs. 

The factory, located in 


Strathcona County, is the 
company’s largest refin¬ 
ery, with 135,000 barrels 
of crude oil being 
processed each day. 
Petro-Canada was able to 
get the refinery back in 
service at the end of July 
but is still dealing with an 
inventory delivery prob¬ 
lem. 

“We weren't producing 
anything and now that we 
are we have to deliver the 
product to...people see¬ 
ing temporary run outs of 
product across Alberta,” 
she said. 

“It will take time to 
catch up. We only have so 
many trucks we can put 
on the road and rail cars 
we can put on the track.” 

She said the company is 
making it a priority to 
deliver gas quickly, espe¬ 
cially with this being the 
peak-driving season for 
province travellers. 
Petro-Canada is bringing 
in supplies by rail from 
Montreal and is curtailing 
the volume of gas deliv¬ 
ered so they can distrib¬ 
ute widely across Alberta. 

It is unknown how 
much money the compa¬ 
ny lost during the tempo¬ 
rary shut down. 


Imperial Oil, which also 
shut down its Strathcona 
County refinery mid-July, 
says the plant is back on 
track. 

“The fierce electrical 
storm in Edmonton trig¬ 
gered an automatic shut 
down for safety...and to 
get it restarted was a 
complex process," said 
Pius Rolheiser, 

spokesperson for 

Imperial Oil. 

“Now, I’d say the prob¬ 
lem is largely behind us.” 

Rolheiser said it was a 
challenge getting fuel out 
to stations during the 
August long weekend, but 
they did it and are now 
making sure stations are 
kept in steady supply. 

“There was a period of 
time when there was little 
or no gas being manufac¬ 
tured and we needed to 
catch up to make up for 
that short fall and we’ve 
largely managed to do it.” 


Handwritten signs 
warning drivers of fuel 
shortages will remain on 
one Didsbury gas station 
next week as it continues 
to wait on delivery. 

Parkland Industries, 
which owns 225 Fas Gas, 
Fas Gas Plus and Race 
Track stations in Western 
Canada, posted out-of¬ 
stock signs for medium 
and premium grade fuel 
over the August long 
weekend. Pumps ran out 
of regular fuel for only a 
couple hours. 

“Generally there is less 
gas than usual, but if 
there are closures it's 
very short term," said Ken 
Grondin, chief financial 
officer for Parkland 
Industries. 

Last week, the company 
said it expected the 
Didsbury Fas Gas to oper¬ 
ate on full Thursday or 
Friday, but come Monday 
morning the station was 
still posting out-of-stock 
signs. 

“I am not exactly sure 
when deliveries will hap¬ 
pen, but we are allocating

The results 
should be a wake-up call. 

The growth of cell technology has given people 
many quick and convenient communication options, 
with most people now having at least a cellphone 
and many others having more complex mobile 
devices such as PDAs (personal digital assistant). 

Yet the rise of the new 7 technology has apparently 
also lead to more dangerous roads - and that’s some¬ 
thing that needs to addressed one way or another 
sooner rather than later. 

Whether those needed changes should include 
laws prohibiting the use of mobile cell technology by 
drivers is a debate that promises only to become 
louder and more divisive as the technology becomes 
ev en more widespread. 

Tire Virginia Tech Transportation Institute study 
found, perhaps surprisingly, that drivers who text 
while behind the wheel are almost as dangerous as 
drunk drivers. 

Using or reaclring for an electronic device was 
associated with a 6.7 times increased risk for a crash 
or near crash, the report found. 

Researchers also determined that drivers are 23 
times more likely to get into a car accident if they 
text when they are behind tire wheel of their vehicle. 

“Given recent catastrophic crash events and dis¬ 
turbing trends, there is an alarming amount of misin¬ 
formation and confusion regarding cellphone and 
texting use while behind the wheel of a vehicle,” 
researchers said. 

TTit* study’s authors are reconunending the total 
ban on all texting in vehicles. 

Yet while such a ban would at first glance appear to 
be a simple, straightforward solution, there would 
likely be numerous problems associated with any 
anti-text-while-driving law. 

For example, how much extra police resources 
would be needed to enforce such as ban? Would 
Alberta need to create entire ‘cell technology police 
units’ with officers paring into car and truck win¬ 
dows while driving down the highway? Wouldn’t 
those officers, in turn, be creating extra hazards by 
taking their eyes off the road? 

Cars and t nicks are massive machines that should 
command the complete attention of drivers at all 
times - they are not living rooms or coffee shops 
where people can kick back and relax with their 
friends while ignoring the outside surroundings. 

As with other dangerous activities, such as drunk 
driving, the best and cheapest way to avoid text mes¬ 
saging-related driving mishaps is to simply not do it. 

Alberta doesn’t ntxxl a mobile cell technology ban. 
It needs drivers to pay attention and concentrate on 
the task at hand.

(June 1995 to December 2000) was 
very important to Didsbury’s down¬ 
town character.

If someone had asked any of 
them, they would have heard all the 
background they needed. 

Furthermore, the Chamber of 
Commerce has a binder in their 
office with before and after pictures 
of the Main Street Program in 
Didsbury. Not only that, but all the 


information on the Main Street proj¬ 
ect was on the Town's previous web¬ 
site, information that explained the 
decorative elements on the new 
sidewalks, the brickwork done at the 
time, the signage program, street- 
lighting. and more. 

In addition, no one contacted Judi 
Newsome, the person who worked 
in the same office as David Mohr 
(Main Street Coordinator), and who 
helped organize the publishing of a 
small book on the Historic Walking 
Tour, again, with photographs. For 
three years, I have personally talked 
to staff at the Town about getting 
this book dressed up and re-pub¬ 
lished, yet still nothing has been 
done. 

I am curious as to why $55,000 


needs to be spent on another survey. 
The Municipal Development Plan 
calls for architectural guidelines for 
new development and renovations in 
the downtown core. Furthermore, 
the Town already has a Central Core 
Heritage Plan that was adopted by 
Council last spring. Surely that docu¬ 
ment is sufficient for managing the 
historical significance of properties 
in Didsbury. 

The article made it sound like no 
one knows anything about 
Didsbury's Main Street Project.

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Girl saddles up for weekend rodeo

Watching her eight-year-old 
daughter thunder around barrels on 
a high-powered horse, is a nail-bit¬ 
ing experience for mother, Wendy 
Johnson. 

“I mean this is no old plug of a 
horse, it knows exactly what its job 

is, ” she said. 

“This is what my daughter loves 
to do." 

Randelle Johnson is the youngest 
barrel racer to compete in this 
weekend’s rodeo and she’s looking 
forward to pitting her skills against 
15 other junior riders. 

It will be her third rodeo and 
although she hasn’t yet placed in 
any of the competitions, she says 
she keeps going back for the fun of 

it. 

Johnson started riding before she 
was walking and grew up with a 
family big on rodeo. Her brother, 
Tyler Johnson, If), is a pro calf 
roper who competes on circuit and 
their father, Eric, is a team roper. 
Her mother has also dabbled in the 
sport. 


“Randelle has never been a doll 
girl, never. From the time she was 
little, she liked horses so 1 guess 
barrel rac ing was her thing to do,” 
her mother said. 

Randelle practices as much as 
she can in the family’s outdoor 
arena and says although her father 
gives her a hand, she’s mostly self- 
taught. Her quickest time around 
the barrels is Hi seconds. 

“I’m a little scared of falling," she 
said. 

Only once did she have a close 
call. She was in Carstairs last year 
during Beef and Barley Days and 
W'as thundering around the last bar¬ 
rel when her horse, Blondie, stum¬ 
bled and shot her ahead in the sad¬ 
dle. 

“She didn’t come off, but she shot 
forward and I must admit I could¬ 
n’t...! thought maybe she would 
come off," said her mother who 
watched the event unfold from the 
grandstands. 

This time around, the family will 
be gathering to watch the youngest 
child race against other juniors. 
The girls are l(i years of age and 


younger. 

The Grade 4 Ross Ford student 
said it’s a little intimidating squar¬ 
ing off against older girls who may 
have more experience on a horse 
and she hopes she wins the* $350 
cash prize. 

“I don't think age will he a disad¬ 
vantage'. Eight-years-old is pretty 
young but it’s all about the horse 
and rider combination. A junior 
could smoke a senior if she isn’t 
afraid to go fast," said Cheryl 
Smith, manager of the Foothills 
Cowboys Association. 

She said the judges will look at 
who can beat the clock. 

“It doesn’t matter if it’s the ugliest 
run, as long as the girls ride hard 
between the barrels," Smith said. 

Last year’s winner was Henna 
Wilkinson, 16, with a 3.92 second 
run. She’ll be competing this year 
as a senior. Carlee Jo Edge, 16, 
placed second with a 7.46 time and 
twin sisters, Tara and Darby 
Wilkinson placed third and fourth. 

This year the rodeo has attracted 
11 local entries for various cate¬ 
gories and a total of 237 competi¬ 
tors.

Parade officials curtail candy tossing

Tlie mad dash for candy 
thrown from floats has 
always been a rodeo parade 
tradition, so it comes as a 
surprise to families that 
organizers are enforcing a 
no-toss rule. 

In an effort to bolster 
child safety, parade plan¬ 
ners are asking participants 
to hand candy to young¬ 
sters instead of tossing it 
from floats. 

Shirley Thompson, an 
assistant organizer for the 


event, said in the past floats 
would try to toss goodies to 
the crowd, only to have it 
land in the parade route. 
Children would burst from 
the sidelines towards mov¬ 
ing vehicles in a rush to get 
the candy; sometimes mov¬ 
ing too fast for parents to 
stop them. 

“There is the chance of an 
accident; of them getting 
run over or trampled and 
we want to prevent that 
from happening," she said. 

There have been no 
parade accidents so far, but 
Thompson tallies that up to 
good fortune. 


Organizers have tried to 
apply a no-toss rule at previ¬ 
ous parades, but it was a 
losing battle. People 
weren’t following the rules 
and the groups running the 
event had no way to police 
it. 

In this parade, Saturday at 
11 a.m., float riders will be 
given one last warning and 
spotters will watch and 
write down the names of 
those businesses that don’t 
abide by the rules. Next 
year, the policy will be 
enforced with liability 
forms, which puts the onus 
on the operator if a child 
gets hurt in the scramble to 
get sweets. 

“They will tie responsible, 
not the town or the parade 
committee. It should have 
been done a long time ago,” 


Thompson said. 

Parents Cindy and Allan 
Crawford understand why 
liability forms and no-toss 
rules would be implement¬ 
ed, but they don't agree 
with it. 

“The liability forms... 
they go too far. I mean there 
is always a chance some¬ 
thing will happen, where do 
you draw the line for who is 
liable, for what?” said Cindy 
Crawford. 

She said she also doesn’t 
like the idea of thwarting 
tradition. Her two children 
eryoy throwing candy to 
their friends from floats or 
scrambling to get their 
own. It’s a big part of why 
the family watches the 
parade each year. 

“1 think this takes away 
from the spirit of the festiv¬ 


ities. The whole reason 
families and kids are 
attracted to parades is the 
candy throwing," she said. 

Her husband, Allan, said 
it should be up to parents 
to make sure their kids are 
safe, even when youngsters 
are clambering for the 
goodie free-for-all. 

“Parents can go with their 
children to get the candy or 
draw a chalk line for where 
kids can get it," he said. 

Jailyn Green has gone to 
parades with her eight-year- 
old daughter and can 
understand the safety con¬ 
cerns of parade organizers. 
She often sees float riders 
toss large handfuls of 
candy that drop close 
enough to moving vehicles 
to make any parent cringe 
and kids do try to get to it. 


But there is an easy solu¬ 
tion to the problem, she 
says. 

"They need to throw 
smaller handfuls and make 
sure when they throw it 
out, they are throwing it 
way out to the crowd." 

Her concern of the no¬ 
toss rule is that without a 
free-for-all, some children 
may be handed candy and 
others not, causing upset 
and anger. And if walkers 
do drop sweets in every¬ 
one’s bags, it would slow 
down the parade, she said. 

In the Mountain View 
County, rules about candy 
throwing vary. Although it 
doesn’t ban it, the Olds 
Agriculture Society, has 
made it clear over the last 
six years that it does not 
want vehicles to chuck con¬ 
fections. 

"I think there will always 
be controversy about it, but 
child safety is the biggest 
concern. It’s risky to have 
kids ninning out to get the 
candy," said Fiona 
McConney, administrative 
officer for the society. 

Innisfail still encourages 
tossing candy and the 
Chamber of Commerce 
parade planners have no 
concerns about the wellbe¬ 
ing of youngsters. 

“The parade goes slow, so 
we haven’t had an issue," 
said Jane Duncalfe, execu¬ 
tive director of the Innisfail 
Chamber of Commerce. 

“I don’t think half the 
people would come if we 
didn’t toss. It’s part of the 
fun. Kids love it. They sit 
there with their bags, wait¬ 
ing for treats," she said.
